3. The amendment above is necessary to distinguish the present invention from 
prior art as shown in Fig. 1 and described on p. 2, 6 and 7. The prior art system uses a 
symmetrical image, such as a straight line, ellipse or circle to provide visual indication of 
a characteristic parameter of the multichannel audio program. The present invention 
uses an asymmetrical image, such as those shown in Figs. 4 and 5, to provide visual 
indication. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art in 
the record fails to disclose, teach or suggest a method or a system for testing the audio 
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program by combining an asymmetrical visual image with a multichannel audio program 
to provide a visual indication of a characteristic parameter of the audio program when 
the image has been extracted from the combined signal and displayed as specified in 
claims 4, 11, 14 and 1 9 respectively. The claimed asymmetrical image is a still image.
